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LIBRARY CO-OPERATION IN SCANDINAVIA

In August 1956, a Scandinavian library congress was held at 
Turku (Abo), Finland. In connection with this congress the librarian 
Vibeke Ammundsen put forward the idea of co-operation between 
Scandinavian agricultural libraries. Her idea is based on the Farm- 
ington plan, well known in the Western world. She suggested that 
the periodicals from the peripheral countries should be divided 
between the different Scandinavian libraries. A committee was ap- 
pointed to study the question. Unfortunately two members, Vibeke 
Ammundsen and Lars Frykholm left it later. After that the commit- 
tee met again in a new and strengthened form in Copenhagen on 9 
September 1957, in order to consider the plan further. 

At the meeting there were present the librarians Astrid Guilletmot 
from Uppsala and Gunborg Bjérkman from Stockholm, Sweden, 
Borghild Bjorlykke from Vollebekk, Norway, Gerda Overgaard- 
Wialeen from Copenhagen, Denmark, and Majlis Tulander from Hel- 
sinki (Helsingfors), Finland. Miss Overgaard-Nielsen arranged the 
meeting and Miss Tulander called the members together. 

It was decided that the division would concern only peripheric perio- 
dicals and serials, and not books at all. The best and most practical 
basis of division would be the geographical or the linguistic one. 
This basis is better than the systematic one, because every special 
library in any case takes care of its own field. The meeting suggested 
that the peripheral countries of Europe should first be divided up 
as an experiment on a small scale. After some years, when the 
libraries would already have some experience of the system, a new 
conference would be held and possible improvements considered. 
The division could then also be enlarged to cover other parts of the 
world. The following plan was made:

The library into whose charge a certain country has been given, 
undertakes 1) to follow up the periodical literature of this country, 
and to collect it either by buying - without any obligation of buying 
- or through exchange or gifts, 2) to receive and to keep in store the 
periodicals of the countries in question which were previously in 
other Scandinavian libraries. The libraries may - but are not forced 
to - give away these periodicals in order to save work and space. 

This arrangement should not, however, prevent the libraries from 
continuing their old exchanges of publications or from starting new 
exchange relations. If, for example, the Norwegian College of Agri- 
culture wants to see its publications distributed in Spain, or if a 
Spanish institute suggests to Norway an exchange of publications, this 
need not present difficulties because it is Denmark that is in charge 
of the Spanish periodicals. Norway collects the numbers as they 
come, and sends the compiete volume or part to Denmark. 

As a first practical measure, the co-operating libraries are to send 
their periodicals relative to the scheme to the depository library, and 
put at each others’ disposal the catalogue entries on cards, so that 
they can easily be added to the existing catalogue relevant to the 
periodicals in question. 

If there are many special agricultural libraries in the country or 
if there are two general libraries in the field, the task is to be divided 
between them. 

Through this co-operation the Scandinavian libraries hope to ra- 
tionalize their work and to increase its effectiveness. The plan is, 
however, still at the preparatory stage, the libraries inside each 
country making contact with each other. But when the plan has been 
tried out in practice and improvements made to it, it should turn 
out to be of great value in the saving both of labour and of the 
modest resources at the disposal of the libraries. 








THE LIBRARY OF THE TOBACCO RESEARCH 
BOARD OF RHODESIA AND NYASALAND

Tobacco is the second largest export from the Federation of Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland. The Federal capital, Salisbury, is also the principal 
tobacco marketing centre. Research on tobacco culture is therefore 
of great national importance. 

Tobacco research in Southern Rhodesia began on a limited scale 
early in the country’s history. In 1904, the British South Africa 
Company, realizing the possibilities of tobacco cultivation, sent an 
agriculturist to the United States to study methods practised by the 
American farmer. After this beginning research continued spasmo- 
dically, mainly under the control of the Southern Rhodesia Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. In 1934 a Tobacco Research Station was 
established at Trelawney, some seventy miles from Salisbury, follow- 
ed in 1935 by the establishment of a Tobacco Advisory Board. With 
the passing of the Tobacco Research Act in 1938, this Board became 
a statutory research board, with a considerable increase in its admi- 
nistrative powers. 

It was not until 1950, however, that the Tobacco Research Board 
of Southern Rhodesia was established, becoming in 1955, as a result 
of Federation, the Tobacco Research Board of Rhodesia and Nyasa- 
land. The main financial support for this new Board was obtained 
from the Rhodesia Tobacco Association (2 commodity association of 
the Rhodesia National Farmers’ Union) and a government grant. 

The headquarters of the Board and its research station are located 
at Kutsaga about ten miles from Salisbury, with Trelawney now as 
a branch station. It may be significant that the name is derived 
from the Mashona word kutswaga, meaning ‘to seek’. 

When the central Research Station at Kutsaga was established a 
library was considered an essential part of the organization in order 
to keep the staff informed of developments by other scientists. The 
library was established early in 1954 following the appointment of 
its first librarian, starting in a small room to which members of staff 
had access at all times. A classification scheme was introduced, new 
periodicals and standard works ordered, and many contacts for the 
exchange of publications with research institutions in other countries 
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established. Through the kindness of other libraries it was possible 
to obtain the back numbers of many periodicals. Within a year it 
was necessary to appoint a full time assistant. Extension to the main 
building had already been planned with one wing devoted to a new 
library, which was opened in September 1956. 

There is no separate library established at the Trelawney Station. 
A small collection of standard works in the various sciences is 
housed there on permanent loan and this collection is enlarged from 
time to time in response to suggestions by the Trelawney staff. A 
comprehensive selection of the periodicals received is circulated to 
Trelawney weckly and, at the same time, delivery of any special 
requests for books or other periodicals and bulletins is made. 


Cataloguing and Classification 


The scheme selected was the Universal Decimal Classification, in 
particular the enlargement prepared by the Imperial Agricultural 
Bureaux in its Memorandum on the Use of the Universal Decimal 
Classification. ‘The classified catalogue was adopted as a subject 
catalogue, ancillaries of which are a subject index, an author and 
a title catalogue. The cataloguing form followed is the Anglo- 
American code. 

The library participates in the Union Catalogue of the State 
Library, Pretoria, by sending duplicate cards of books, bulletins and 
new periodicals received. Through the inter-library loan scheme of 
the State Library it is possible to draw on the bookstocks of all the 
important libraries in the Union of South Africa for those public- 
ations which cannot locally be borrowed. 


Bookstock 


Although tobacco is the main concern, the library bookstock of 
approximately 3,000 volumes also includes many dealing with other 
subjects. Tobacco is often mentioned in general textbooks and these 
references, if sufficiently important, are noted in the catalogue. All 
related science sections are therefore built up, such as chemistry, 
genetics, entomology, soil science, etc. As in most specialist libraries 
where up-to-dateness is of vital importance, the bulk of the book- 
stock consists of periodicals. Approximately 250 titles are received, 
mainly by purchase, but also by gift and exchange. All the important 
periodicals are locally bound and those of less permanent value are 
boxed in pamphlet cases. 

The library is fortunate in receiving the bulletins and publications 
of many other agricultural and tobacco research stations, such as the 
North Carolina Agricultural Experiment Station, which form a most 
important part of the bookstock. A number of pamphlets are re- 
ceived from various sources and are housed in steel filing cabinets. 
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All pamphlets, both old and new, dealing with tobacco are in the 
process of being recorded in the author and classified catalogues. 
while others, unless especially noteworthy, are merely filed under 
fairly broad subject headings. 

The current position of tobacco in the world’s markets is of inte- 
rest to those engaged in tobacco research. The library is able to 
provide information on world prices, production, imports and ex- 
ports, as well as the position of the Federation in relation to other 
tobacco-growing countries. A recent acquisition has been a few 
of the early ‘classic’ works on tobacco-growing and diseases, which 


form the very small nucleus of a collection on the history of tobacco 
cultivation. 


Periodicals Analysis and Monthly Lists 


All periodicals when received are searched for articles on tobacco, 
which are indexed in both the author and the classified catalogues 
so that every aspect of the subject is brought out. Bibliographical aids 
such as the U.S. Department of Agriculture Bibliography of Agricul- 
ture and the Agricultural Index are helpful but not sufficient, owing 
to the time-lag and the incomplete coverage of periodicals. This aspect 
of the work is most important because of dependence on periodical 
matter relevant to detailed presentation of the problems of tobacco 
production. 

However, the search is not confined only to articles dealing speci- 
fically with tobacco. In looking through new periodicals as they 
arrive, a note is made on cards of every article which by application 
may be of use to research workers - e.g. on pesticides, chemical ana- 
lysis, plant growth substances, genetics, etc. Once a month these 
are compiled into a list arranged under broad subject headings, to- 
gether with a list of accessions, and a copy sent to each member of the 
research staff. 


Photographic Collection 


There is also a large collection of coloured slides and photographs 
taken by research staff of various field experiments. The coloured 
slides are used at farmers’ meetings organized by staff to illustrate 
points discussed, and photographs are used to illustrate articles and 
bulletins of the work done at the Station. 


Research Station Publications 


Finally the library is the dissemination centre for all publications 
produced by the Tobacco Research Board. These publications are 
sent to every tobacco farmer in the Federation as well as to represen- 
tatives of various countries, other libraries, research stations, colleges 
and universities. In addition, it is the responsibility of the library 
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to distribute to other institutions, on an exchange basis, the periodical 
review Rhodesian Tobacco, published by the Rhodesia Tobacco 
Association. 


Whom does the library serve? First and foremost, the members of 
the research staff on the Station. An attempt is made to build up the 
bookstock in relation to the actual research carried out by the Board. 
The periodicals ordered are those best suited to their specialized 
subjects. It is of constant importance to keep staff in contact with 
the latest developments elsewhere, for scientific advance on the 
Station will ultimately benefit the farmers in the Federation and 
therefore the economy of the country as a whole. This does not 
mean that the Tobacco Research Board is a closed institution. The 
library is open to all who are interested or require assistance, whether 
they be farmers, conservation officers, visiting tobacco experts or 
local agronomists. A large concentration of knowledge on tobacco 
in Central Africa is to be found in the library, and the Board is 
eager that this knowledge should be used as widely as possible. 
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A SHORT NOTE ON A RECENT MEETING OF 


‘IACDOCTERPAS’ IN PARIS 


Having had the opportunity of being present as an observer on 


behalf of our Association at the recent meeting of the International 
Advisory (to UNESCO) Committee on Documentation and Termi- 
nology in Pure and Applied Sciences (IACDOCTERPAS), I should 
like to tell our members about a few points in the discussions and 
conclusions.

Authors abstracts for abstract journals are to be discouraged. 
Signing of abstracts is generally appreciated. 

Five year indexes of abstract journals are to be sponsored, but it 
is understood that such indexes are only feasible with the intro- 
duction of a certain amount of mechanization. 


. There is a general feeling that ‘reports’ are still poorly covered by 


abstracting services. 


. Special classifications are becoming more numerous than ever. It 


is asked if UNESCO could not envisage the publication of a 
guide to such classifications. This might finally lead to uniform 
patterns in general sections of the different classifications. 


. The policy of selection of material by editors of abstract journals 


is still unbalanced and in most cases not well organized on defi- 
nite lines. 


. Standardization of punched cards is highly advisable. 
. The existing convention for easy transportation of documentary 


material across frontiers has in many cases not worked up to now. 


. A national bibliographical control and registration of the births 


and deaths of periodicals and serials could provide a starting- 
point for further action. 

Double publication still occurs to a considerable degree, especially 
in proceedings of congresses and conferences. 

Copyright difficulties as regards photocopying could be lessened 
by: 


a. authors making conditions about free photocopying when 
handing in their papers to editors of periodicals. 

b. libraries charging either nothing or the equivalent of the cost 
of the complete issue of the periodical. 

c. publishers themselves making available photocopies of their 
publications, including separate articles in periodicals.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
ASSOCIATION OF AGRICULTURAL LIBRARIANS 
AND DOCUMENTALISTS (I.A.A.L.D.) 


For the year ending 15 September 1957 


The activities of our organization continued to follow the instruc- 
tions given at the foundation meeting in Ghent (1955). 

During the period under review the membership increased con- 
siderably. The total, which amounted in September 1956 to 170 
members, rose to over 250 during last year. This development is 
mainly due to the Quarterly Bulletin, which is published under the 
editorship of D. H. Boalch (United Kingdom). It was published in 
its first year (1956) in processed form, and is published now in print. 
Beginning with vol. 2, it is available to non-members on a subscrip- 
tion basis through the book-trade. 

The organization was still handicaped by difficulties in the activi- 
ties of the Secretariat. M. Kervégant, France, took over on a provi- 
sional basis. Mr. Jenssen (F.A.O.), the secretary appointed by the 
constitutive meeting in Ghent (1955), handed in his resignation in 
August 1957. Since the Statutes of I.A.A.L.D. require that the ap- 
pointment of a new secretary must be made through the General 
Assembly, the provisional situation with M. Kervégant as acting 
secretarv is likely to continue for one more year. A General As- 
sembly is planned for 1958. 

With regard to the activities of the Working Committees of 
I.A.A.L.D., the Committee on the Bulletin (Chairman: D. H. Boalch, 
United Kingdom) held no meeting, but settled all urgent questions 
by correspondence. Its main task, namely the creation of a profes- 
sional information bulletin, can be considered as accomplished. The 
Committee on Bibliography (Chairman: J. R. Blanchard, U.S.A.) 
found that two members were already engaged in completing two 
individual publications, which coincide practically with the work 
of the Committee. One is a comprehensive survey of agricultural 
reference books, prepared by Mr. Blanchard; the second is an equally 
comprehensive international list of bibliographical sources of agricul- 
tural literature (comprising all related and allied subjects) compiled 
by Prof. Lauche, Vélkenrode, Germany. Both books are expected 
to be published in the near future. A preliminary report on a pro- 
gramme of work was prepared by the chairman of the Committee on 
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Professtonal and Educational Problems (Prof. W. Gleisberg, Ger- 
many). 


The activity of the Committee on Classification is synchronized 
with the F.I.D./I.A.A.L.D. Joint Committee on Classification on 
Agriculture which held a successful meeting during the sessions of 
the 23rd F.I.D. Conference which was convened in Paris. The 
meeting was held 17, 18 and 19 September 1957 in Paris. Mr. Ker- 
végant (France) presided, and not only members attended, but also 
a considerable number of observers, including a representative of 
F.A.O. (Mr. Parsons). For the main results of this meeting see 
below, page 29-30. 
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SUMMARY REPORT ON THE 3rd MEETING 
OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF I.A.A.L.D. 


PARIS, 20 AND 21 SEPTEMBER 1957 


The meeting was held on the premises of the Fondation Nationale 
des Sciences Politiques, Paris, under the chairmanship of Mr. F. E. 
Mohrhardt, U.S.A., President of ILA.A.L.D. The other participants 
were Dr. S. v. Frauendorfer, Austria, Vice-President, Mr. Th. P. 
Loosjes, Netherlands, Mr. D. H. Boalch, Great Britain, M. D. Ker- 
végant, France and Dr. H. D. Griesau, Germany, the latter as 
observer and representing Prof. W. Gleisberg who was not able to 
come. 

The Committee, after hearing the verbal report of the Acting 
Secretary (M. Kervégant) and after approving the statement on 
income and expenditure presented by the Treasurer (Mr. Loosjes), 
discussed the problem of the future work of the Secretariat arising 
from the formal resignation of the appointed secretary, Mr. H. 
Jenssen. 

Since the Statutes of I.A.A.L.D allow for the nomination of a new 
secretary only by vote of a General Assembly, M. Kervégant, who 
was asked to act as secretary on a temporary basis at the previous 
session of the Executive Committee (Munich, September, 1957) was 
requested and agreed to continue this work until the next General 
Assembly, which the Committee undertakes to convene in 1958 
(possibly in Vienna). 

Reports were given on the activity of some of the working com- 
mittees. The committee on the Bulletin carried on its work mostly 
by correspondence. The second year of publication of the Quarterly 
Bulletin of I.A.A.L.D. may be hailed as a landmark, because the 
hitherto mimeographed Bulletin is issued now in printed form. The 
number of copies issued, which has been 350 up to now, will hence 
forward be 400. The Bulletin is sent to over 250 members of 
I.A.A.L.D. and to other subscribers. Although the membership 
of I.A.A.L.D is, in view of the short period of the Association’s 
existence, surprisingly high, no effort should be spared to expand 
membership, especially in countries so far insufficiently represented 
in the organisation. 

The work of the Committee on Bibliography is indirectly repre- 
sented by individual contributions by two of its members. I.A.A.L.D. 
welcomes most heartily the work undertaken by Mr. Blanchard on 


26 











agricultural reference books and that of Dr. Lauche who has com- 
piled a world list of agricultural bibliographies. Both books are due 
to be published before the end of the year. 

Dr. von Frauendorfer, in his capacity as chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Classification, reported on the work of the Joint FID/IAALD 
Committee which had just finished a busy three days’ meeting the 
day before. A summary report on it appears on page 29 below. 
The critical appraisal of the UDC class 63 led to practical sugges- 
tions which will be taken care of by M. Kervégant in co-operation with 
FID. The Executive Committee examined the proposals of the Joint 
Committee on Classification with regard to the I.I.A. scheme (2d ed. 
1942) which recommend that a throroughly revised edition be issued 
in the near future. It was decided to accept this proposal and to 
proceed in 1958 to publication under the auspices of I.A.A.L.D. 
and under the editorship of Dr. von Frauendorfer, who will act in 
collaboration with the members of the I.A.A.L.D. Working Commit- 
tee on Classification and with individual users of the I.I.A. classific- 
ation scheme. 

It was resolved that the President of I.A.A.L.D. should write to 
the Chairmen of the Working Committee on Exchange of Materials 
(Dr. D. J. Maltha) and of the Working Committee on Professional 
and Educational Problems (Prof. W. Gleisberg), enquiring after the 
progress made in the work of these two committees. 

Mr. Loosjes explained to the Executive Committee a project for a 
trilingual Multipurpose Index on Capestat cards devised by Mr. F. 
AE. Koekkebakker (Centrum voor Landbouwdocumentatie, Wage- 
ningen) and himself. The Committee resolved that a pilot experi- 
ment should be carried out by the authors of the project and that the 
sum of 250 guilders should be made available to them for this pur- 
pose, the experiment to be reported in the Quarterly Bulletin in due 
course. 

One of the most urgent items in the programme of work of 
I.A.A.L.D. is the compilation of a world directory of agricultural 
libraries and documentation centres. It was decided that the general 
editorship for this publication should be entrusted to Mr. D. H. 
Boalch, who will draft and circulate a questionnaire. A preliminary 
(processed) copy of the directory shoal be ready for the next Gene- 
ral Assembly of I.A.A.L.D. 

The Treasurer of I.A.A.L.D. was instructed to refund expenditure 
incurred in the preparation of the manuscripts of both publications 
(classification scheme, directory) in connection with postage, trans- 
lation work, typing etc. This decision applies equally to the secreta- 
rial work carried on by the Acting Secretary, M. Kervégant. 

Considerable time close attention was given to the discussion 
of the project of starting a bibliographic information service (con- 
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taining short abstracts or notes of contents) on the world literature of 
agricultural economics. It was realised that I.A.A.L.D. would miss 
a great opportunity if the possibility of assuming the leadership in 
making such a valuable contribution to research in a very important 
branch of agricultural studies were not fully utilised. The prelimi- 
nary steps taken in this direction by the President and the Vice- 
President of I.A.A.L.D., namely to interest foundations which might 
support the project and professional organisations which might col- 
laborate, were fully approved, although the difficulties of organising 
such an information service with an international coverage were by 
no means overlooked. The President was asked to pursue further his 
negotiations with prospective supporters and sponsors of the project 
and, on the other hand, to make sure that there would be no- over- 
lapping with similar plans which might be under consideration by 
the Commonwealth Agricultural Bureaux in Great Britain. 

If no definite plans in this direction are under consideration in 
Great Britain, Dr. von Frauendorfer would be requested to make 
concrete plans for the establishing of an editorial office for the new 
abstracting and information service on agricultural economics and 
related subjects. 
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FID /IAALD JOINT COMMITTEE ON 
CLASSIFICATION 


EXCERPT FROM THE SUMMARY REPORT OF THE PARIS 
MEETING, 17-19 SEPTEMBER 1957 


The discussions which followed were primarily concerned with the 
revision and further development of the Ciassification Scheme of 
Agricultural Science (2d edition, Rome, International Institute of 
Agriculture, 1942), although at several points reference was made to 
the corresponding sections of UDC and other classification schemes. 
The discussion was based on the introductory notes presented by 
Dr. von Frauendorfer, Austria, which included the following items: 


1. Introduction of new main classes 

2. Method of ascertaining minor gaps and imperfections 

3. Consideration of the new situation created by the existence of 
the ‘Oxford System’ on forestry 

4. Future international co-operation in revising the I.I.A. system 

5. Possibilities of publishing a revised (3rd) trilingual edition. 


It was recognized that the introduction of new main classes is 
necessary to cover the following topics: basic and auxiliary sciences, 
food and nutrition and possibly rural home-making. Other wide sub- 
jects, such as forestry, veterinary science and fisheries, were likewise 
discussed, but in these cases the Committee felt that no funda- 
mental changes would be necessary, although certain modifications 
and expansions - partly by adapting corresponding UDC divisions 
- might be desirable. The use of the ‘Oxford System’ in an 
abridged form instead of the forestry class of the I.I.A. Scheme was 
discussed as a possibility, but the abolition of the corresponding I.I.A. 
section was not considered advisable. However, for the basis sciences 
a close co-ordination with the abridged UDC schedules was regarded 
as the best solution for filling this serious gap. 

No time was available for discussing minor imperfections and 
gaps in the scheme. The working Committee on Classification of 
1.A.A.L.D. was considered as the appropriate agency for serving as 
a centre for exchange of information and for further development 
of the classification scheme. No objection was raised to the methods 
of subdividing the numbers of the main schedule according to topical 
and geographical viewpoints by two auxiliary tables: analytical and 
by countries as provided by the I.I.A. Scheme. 
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It was unanimously recommended that a new edition of the scheme 
should be prepared in the near future under the editorship of Dr. von 
Frauendorfer, Austria, and with the greatest possible co-operation of 
persons and agencies using the scheme already or otherwise interested 
in it. The Committee agreed that the realization of this project 
would fall within the competence of I.A.A.L.D.’s Executive Commit- 
tee,

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A NOTE ON THE VICE-PRESIDENT’S PAPER ON 
‘EXPERIENCES OF A LIBRARIAN IN SIX COUNTRIES’ 


Frauendorfer, Sigmund von. Bibliothekserfahrungen in sechs Land- 
ern. (4ter Osterreichischer Bibliothekartag, Innsbruck 1956). 
Biblos-Schriften, 16 (1957), pp. 21-52. 


In this paper, which will be of interest to many of our mem- 
bers, the Vice-President of IAALD gives an account of his career in 
librarianship in six countries - Italy, USA, Poland, Germany, Austria 
and Persia. During his fifteen years as Chief Librarian of the Inter- 
national Institute of Agriculture at Rome he was able to apply his 
ideas on the classification of agricultural literature which, first pro- 
pounded in a thesis in USA, were later developed in his trilingual 
Stoffeinteilung der Landwirtschaftswissenschaft (Rome, 1934; 2nd 
edition 1942; a 3rd edition is now being planned); for, in common 
with some other agricultural librarians at that time and many since, 
he was acutely concious of the inadequacies of the U.D.C. for the 
arrangement of an agricultural library. In 1935 he founded the 
forerunner of our Association, the ‘Comité International des Biblio- 
thécaires Agricoles’, of which he was the Secretary.
